WHO'S WHO IN WOMEN’S 
BRITISH SHELL WORK 


How Women Work And Are Paid— 
Inspection Important—Some 
Useful Facts 


An English writer gives the follow- 
ing explanations of terms used in 
munitions plants: The trucker is a 
laborer who pushes the shells on fow- 
wheeled trucks from one “street” to 
pe. xt. Each trucker has a noto 

oe which shefwrites the number 
of finished shells she carts away. 
Truckers do not work on the bonus 
system, but récelve a fixed wage, 
varying from 206. to 308. 0 week. 

e@ machinist fs the girl in the 
khak{ overall and cap who operates 
the lathe. She does not require any 
mechanical knowledge, for the ma- 
chine works automatically. Neverthe- 
less, because the steel varies in su 
stancé some {udement is required, 
and so the machinist’s work is classed 
as semi-skilled. She ts paid a mini- 
mum wage of £1 a week for the day 
and 258. a week for the night shift, 
both of which are of twelve hours 
duration, . 

Measured by Shells 


ie addition she can earn a bonus 
ald onthe rinciple of overtime. 
o her time es not mean hours, 
but shells. For example, in rough- 
turning 18-pounders, four shells aro 
ulvalent to one hour.

Many Are the Viewers 


The viewer is the person who pas- 
ses the shells on from one process 
to the next, having first tested them 
by accurate gauging. Should the 
shells be faulty they are marked with 
yellow, red, or green paint, and are 
“trucked on’ when possible to cor- 
recting machines. Viewers are paid 
at the same rate as machinists, earn- 
ing a bonus according to the number 
of shells viewed per hour. This 
viewer must not be confused with the 
final viewer, whose work fs exceed- 


ingly responsible, and who is paid at, 


a considerably higher rato; nor with 
the Government viewer, who !s sent 
by the Ministry of Munitions and ts 
responsible to it for the finished work 
of the firm.

WINTERING HORSES | 


Good clean straw and half a gallon 
of oats three times per day is a good 
basis to work on for horses that aro 
aot working hard during the winter. 
Boiled feeds are excellent when given 
once a week, and a good one may be 
made of one part oats, one part bar- 
ley and one part flax with the in- 
evitable pinch of salt. Should there 
be a period of bad weathor necessitat- 
Ing the keeping in of stock and should 
appetites fail in consequence, a good 
tonic will be found in a little poplar 
bark (which is very easy to get on 
most farms), put in with the boiled 
feed. This will in most cases remedy 
the .defect promptly. While on the 
subject of natural tonics, it would be 
well to administer Nature’s greatest 
tonic, that 1s, fresh air, as often as 
the weather will permit of the horses 
being turned out, and the subsequent. 
roll in the snow accompanying will 
be found an excellent coat cleaner 
and will be conducive to a hardening 
effect, so that horse flesh goes into 
spring work fit and stays fit. If the 
turning out is made a daily rule, the 
danger of {ll effects from cold will be. 
materially lessened and the desire to 
eat, drink, and one might also add, 
be merry, is increased. In _ short, 
stable vigflance should be increased 
rather than decreased during the win- 
‘ter months owing to the lac« of regu- 
lar exercise and green feeds. With 
these few simple and easy rulcs the 
labor of looking after sick horses will 
be eliminated by the permanent estab- 
lishment of stable health.

Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Vom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Domiazaion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home: 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler 
homestead right may take a_ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and 
a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may be 
substituted for cultivation under cer- 
tain conditions.

March 31st; and (c) the proportion 
of the crops of 1916 that proved to 
be of merchantable quality. 
STOCKS OF GRAIN IN CANADA 
The compilation of returns collect- 


ed from elevators, flour mills and 
railway companies shows that on 
March 31st, 1917, the quantity of 


wheat, and wheat flour expressed as 
wheat, was7126,000,000 bushels, as 
compared with 197,000,000 bushels 
last-year, and 97,000,000 bushels on 


February 8th, 1915. The total for 
1917 includes 67,500,000 bushels in 
the elevators. flour mills and in

Issues Declaration. 


PARIS, May 3.—The congrcss of 
Hellenic colonies representing tho 
most influential Greek residents in 
France, England, the United States, 
and all parts of the world, at a 
meeting in Paris have decided to 
issue a declaration to the powers 
protecting Greece—France, England,

Greece to certain ruin. The congress 


places entire confidence in the Ven- 
izelos government. 
The declaration’ contains gravo 


‘charges against the princes of tho 
Greek royal family. It accuses them 
of visiting London, Paris, Petrograd 
and Berlin for the purpose of _ in- 
triguing against the government of 
Greece and quotes the words of the 
heir apparent, Prince George,:to his 
regiment on the eve of the Athenian 
vespers, ‘Don't leave a_ single 
Frenchman alive on Greek soil.” 

The declaration concluded by  de- 
manding the expulsion of King 
Constantine and all his dynasty, af- 
firming that the monarchial estab- 
lishment is impossible in Greece. For 
the future it urges a republic as tho 
only form of government in con- 
formity with the national traditions 
of Greece and requests the protect- 
ing powers to recognize the Hellenic 
tpublic as soan as it is proclaimed 
by a constituent assembly.

Canadians Hold Line 


Canadian Headquarters in France, 
May 4th (by the Canadian Overseas 
correspondent). — Separate counter 
attacks have been made by the Cer- 
man infantry on our new positions 
to the north and south of Fresnoy, 
but have failed to shake our line. 
This morning's reports show tha 
conditions to be again normal, with 
our heavy artillery preparing the 
way for the British and Canadian

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We hear little, altogether too 
little, of these hard-won victories 
won by disabled men, because they 
are fought out in the seclusion of a 
hospital, not in the theatre of war 
with the whole world looking on. 
But such victories equally deserve 
public recognition. They show the 
same spirit, the same pluck, and 
still more indomitable perseverance. 

A preacher on Easter morning. was 
thanked for the inspiring sermon he 
had just preached, on the resurrec- 
tion. “He said: “I had my text  sit- 
ting in front of me--a man in khaki, 
with an empty sleeve. He has had 
two resurrections already. He was 
buried by a shell explosion, and was 


dug out only just in time to save 
his life. That was the first. He 
spent months in hospital, fighting 
his way back to health. That was 


the second. 

“Doctoring and nursing of course 
did much for him;--so did the exer- 
cises and occupations that they pro- 
vido nowadays—perhaps the best 
part of the treatment. But the man 
himself was working out his own 
resurrection, by resolutely putting 
his own will-power into the task. 
Now he is almost ready to go out 
into the world, a better and abler 
man, he says, than he was_ before, 
in spite of his lost arm.

Protection of Birds’ 
Nests. 


In view of the return of our 
feathered friends from the south who 
have returned to us to live with us 
for the summer and raise their 
young, it is well to remember that 
there is a law to protect them and 


their eggs. Section 13 of the game 
act says that no person shall,  ex- 
cept where provided for, at any 
time wilfully disturb, destroy or 
take the eggs of any game or other 
birds protected by the act. Section 
21 tells what birds may be killed 
(which also means that their eggs 
may be taken or their nests broken 
up). These are crows, eagles, gosh- 
awks, pigeon hawks, duck hawks, 
Cooper’s hawks, hawk owls,  black- 
birds, grackles, English sparrows, 
loons, cormorants, pelicans and mag- 
SH Ipies. The penalty for disturbing the 
Hleges or killing any bird whatsoever 
Alexcept those above mentioned is not 
Hiless than $10 nor more than $50, 
Ziwith costs.
